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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 

37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been 
withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on November 23, 
3010 has been entered. 



Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pgs.1-6, filed November 23, 2010, with respect to claims 1- 
17, 39 and 41 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The applied prior art does 
not teach a security fiber made of paper. The rejections of claims 1-17, 39 and 41 have 
been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-17, 39 and 41 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Kurrle et al. (US 
6,054,021), Boehm (US 4,897,300), and Wood (US 2,032,385) have been determined to 
be the closest prior art of record. 
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As to independent claim 1 , Kurrle et al. teaches an authenticatable paper product 
comprising fibers treated with a whitening agent but the reference does not teach that the 
fibers are made of paper or that the fibers are printed on the front and rear sides with a 
plurality of colored regions visible only under ultra-violet light. Boehm teaches a 
security thread provided with luminescent colors but the reference does not teach that the 
fibers are made of paper or that the fibers are printed on both sides. In fact, the threads of 
Boehm are made from a continuous polyester film. Wood teaches dyed fibers made of 
paper, however the reference does not teach the fibers are printed on the front and rear 
sides with a plurality of regions wherein the regions are colored and visible only under 
ultra-violet light. As such, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated 
to arrive at the claimed invention since the closest prior art does not teach or suggest the 
claim limitations. Claims 2-17, 39 and 41 are dependent on claim 1 , they also contain 
allowable subject matter.
